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Proposition Submitted to City 
To Purchase Hospital Property 


‘The regular meeting of the city 


‘council was held on Tuesday evening 


with all the members in atendance. 

Minutes of the last regular meet- 
ing were read and adopted. 

Mr. Burris addressed council re ren- 
‘tal of the McKay house in the south- 
ern part of the city for eight months. 
The matter was left with the public 
properties committee to be dealt 
with. 

B..Dennett brought up the matter of 
moving the Wetaskiwin Hotel to the 
lots formerly occupied by the Alberta 
hotel, also the exchanging of lots. 
The matter was referred to the pub- 
lic properties committee for report. 

A, C. Fraser, representing Lougheed 
& Taylor of Calgary, addressed the 


‘council regarding the sale of lots ad- 


joining the hospital building, and also 
in connection with the sale or lease 
‘of hospital building. He was author- 
ized to sell property for $15,000, and 
to accept Wetaskiwin debentures, 
payment of principal not to take place 
for five years, or, another proposition 
would be to lease property on long 
‘term, which would ultimately give We- 
taskiwin the property. Tentatively, 
as a suggestion, the lease might be for 
say twelve years at $1500.00 a year 
wthout taxes, Mr. Fraser was re- 
quested to submit his different pro- 
positions in writing for consideration 
at next meeting of the council. 

A letter was read from Godfrey 
Baker, requesting that his property 
be taken out of the Wetaskiwin school 
district, as owing to distance he could 
not take advantage of the Wetaskwin 
schools. Mr. Baker will be notified 
that council cannot accede to his re- 
quest, 

Jas. Ryan applied for lease of pas- 
ture near golf links at rental of $30 
a year. The offer was accepted, 

“The Union ‘of. Canadian’ Municipall- 
ties requested membership fee of $10. 
It was decided not to join the Domin- 
‘on association. 

The Public Utilities Board wrote re- 
‘specting estimates for 1925, that the 
figures are acceptable, and making 
some suggestions. The letter was 
filed. 

Mrs. Christina Reimer wrote that 
she considered her taxes excessive 
She will be informed that her request 
will be given consideration. 

C. H. Russell wrote regarding 1923 
assessment on auto of Wm. Berry. 
It was decided that no rebate can be 
given. 

Loggie & Manley wrote respecting 
business assessment. Left with the 
assessor. 

The assessment of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board for six months, 
amounting to $81.40 was authorized 
to be paid. 

The deputy minister of education 
wrote authorizing assessment of ten 
mills on unsubdivided school lands in 
the Wetaskiwin district. The letter 
was filed. 

The Bank of Montreal wrote stat- 
ing that the payment of debentures 
would be made in Toronto. 

Wm. Vogel informed council by let- 
ter that he would not redeem his pro- 
perty in Wetaskiwin. He will be ask- 
ed to transfer his property to city. 

The following accounts were pass- 
ed for payment: General $552.36; 
Waterworks, $102.14; Electric light, 
$282.89; Supplementary, $110.40; Fire- 
men’s payroll, $6.00. 

The finance committee recommend- 
ed that a new schedule of business tax 
be drafted and that service tax by- 
law be amended. The recommenda- 
tion was accepted. 

Chief of Police Kingzett submitted 
his report for March, which was 
adopted. 

Tire Chief Montgomery reported 
that there had been only one fire 
alarm for February and March, which 
was a stovepipe fire. 


J. 3. Fraser reported that no proper- 
ty was sold at the auction sale on 
April 4th. 

The finance committee and the city 
solicitor were instructed to recover 
unpaid taxes on sale list by suit if 
necessary. 

Ald, Chandler reported on impound- 
ing of animals by Victor Johnson. 
The account was referred back to Mr. 
Johnson for correction. 

W. N. Paton offered to. purchase 
three lots near ‘his residence for $10. 
The offer was accepted. 

The Chief of Police requested that 
a final notice be inserted in local 
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papers regarding payment of all dog 
taxes. 

Bylaw No. 604, respecting the levy- 
ing of service tax, was read the first 
and second time and left in committee, 

Bylaw No. 505 respecting the levy- 
ing of. rates and setting the amount 
of the business tax was read three 
times and finally passed. The busi- 
nesses are divided into groups which 
are assessed for 10, 15, 20 and 25 per 
cent, 

Bylaw No. 506, respecting the sale 
of property to Grant T. Wolfe, for 
the sum of $224.00, was read three 
times and finally passed. 

The request of Mrs. Geo. Starkey 
for water and sewer connection was 
referred to committee. 

Ald. Gothard drew attention to the 
condition of sidewalk on C.P.R. pro- 
perty on Pearce street. The matter 
was referred to the public works com- 
mittee. 

It was agreed that city team and 
teamster be under the direction of 
the public works committee, commenc- 
ing at once. 

The committee was empowered to 
sell the city team to best advantage. 

The question rocuring uniform 
for the chief of p. was referred to 
the police committee. . 

The public works committee was 
empowered to repair crossings and 
sidewalks wherever necessary. 

Ald. English suggested that two or 
three crossings be made with cinders 
and concrete as an experiment, but, 
mo action was taken, 

Meeting adjourned.

ALBERTA BUTTER 
SECOND TO NONE 
IN THE WORLD 


G. M. James Addresses Club 
on Dairy Indusiry of 
Alberta 


Hamper Prepared for New 
Settlers Arriving This 
Week 


The attendance at the weekly lun- 
cheon of the Kiwanis Club on Tues- 
day evening was almost 100 per cent. 
and those present enjoyed a very in- 
teresting and instructive address on 
the Dairy Industry of Alberta, by Ki- 
wanian George James. » 

The speaker stated that thirty years 
ago butter making was a very small 
industry in this province. The work 
was all done on the farins, and milk 
of all grades were bought on the 
same basis, Later the milk was test- 
ed by the thickness ofthe cream it 
produced, In 1890 Prof. Babcock in- 
vented the Babcock tester, which was 
one of the most important inventions 
in the past fifty years, and which re- 
volutionized the industry. Without 
this tester we could not have dairying 
as we have it today. Other testing 
methods have been invented, but are 
not generally ysed. Hand separators 


[soon became in general use and farm- 


ers separated the milic at home 24 
marketed the cream. 

Another improvement was the in- 
troduction of acids to control bac- 
teria, and another eet forward step 
wes the apple: 
of cream for butter making. Ton 
years ago only the larger plants used 
pasteurization; now it is universal. 
Twenty years ago, west of Minnesota 
in the United States, and west of 
Ontario in Canada, the dairy indus- 
try was practically unknown as we 
know it today. Since then it has 
grown to great proportions, and fig- 
ures were quoted showing the ex- 
pansion. Among the causes of this 
development were expansion of the 
ice cream, cheese and iced milk in- 
dustries, 

Our consumption of dairy products 
is far below central European coun- 
tries, where they use about three 
times the quantity we do. 

In 1919, about 13,000,000 pounds of 
butter were made in Alberta, while in 
1924, this figure was increased to 22,- 
000,000. When the output became 
greater than the local consumption re- 
quired, it was found that the quality 
was not good enough to compete on 
the British market with the New 
Zealand butter, which was made from 
fresh milk received at the factories. 
In 1922 the Dairymen’s Act of Alber- 
ta was passed, making the grading of 
cream compulsory. Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba have followed Alberta in 
this respect and today the butter from 
the prairie provinces has a place on 
the world’s markets second to none, 

The best market is in Great Brit- 
ain, where we must compete with 
Denmark, New Zealand and other 
countries. <All butter for export is 
graded by the Dominion government 
and stamped on the box. It is also 
chilled before being placed on the 
boats, 

There is nothing to worry about in 
the dairy industry at present as we 
can hold our own against any com- 
petition in the world. There is no 
country where butter is specialized 
to a greater extent than it is in Al- 
berta.. The speaker concluded by 
prophesying that Alberta cheese 
would be placed in the same position 
as butter in a few years, 

It was announced that the immigra- 
tion committee had a hamper prepar- 
ed to be given to a settler and family 
fro the old country, who would ar- 
rive in Wetaskiwin this week.

The temperature records show con- 
siderable range in temperature during 
the month of December at every point 
quoted. At Lethbridge the mercury 
reached as high as 61 in December 
and coldest dip was to 44 below zero, 
The hottest day in July with 92 de- 
grees. The coldest point was Red 
Deer with a dip to 59 below zero in 
December, but in the same month the 
mercury also climbed to 41 above 
zero, This is an exemplification of 
the facet that Alberta’s winter climate 
is greatly moderated by the chinook 


winds. 
Success of Municipal Hospitals 

The excellent administration of the 
rural municipal hospitals of the pro- 
vince, of which there are now 16 in 
operation, is revealed by the annual 
report of the supervisor, A. IK. Whis- 
ton, The average cost per patient 
day for all purposes in the hospitals 
was $3. the lowest cost being at 
Athabasca, at $2.62 per patient day, 
and the highest being at Onoway, at 
$6.83, but which includes the mainten- 
anco of a doctor. The average cost 
per patient day in 1928 was $3.82, 
In the case of nine of the hospitals 
there has been a reduction in the 
cost per patient day as compared with 
192% 

There were 70,564 hospital days in 
1924, and there were 7075 patients 
treated in the rural municipal hospi- 
tals, There were 1172 maternity

cases and 1122 babies born. A total 
of 1441 minor operations and 824 
major operations were performed at 
the hospitals. In the five years that 
the municipal hospital scheme has 
been in operation there have been 
24,237 patients cared for, including 
4184 maternity cases, 4564 minor op- 
perations and 2294 major operations. 


DOUKHOBORS - 
WILL NOT SEND 
KIDS TO SCHOOL 


Nelson, B.C., April 5.—Twenty five 
hundred Doukhobors in mass meeting 
assembled at Brilliant this afternoon, 
declared to Inspector W. R. Dunwood 
of the provincial police and school in- 
spector P. H. Sheffield, that they 
would not send their children to the 
schools. 

Messrs Dunwood and Sheffield told 
the meeting of the definite instrue- 
tions from the attorney general and 
ninister of education, that the law 
must be enforced. 

The refusal was definite and cate- 
goric. They would not obey the laws 
of British Columbia, the Doukhobors 
said, because these laws were con- 
trary to the Doukhobor interpretation 
of “the laws of God.” 

Educated people, they said, were 
responsible for the death of Peter 
Veregin, to which Inspector Dunwood 
retorted that if they could prove who 
had been responsible for the death 
of Veregin he would see that within 
two days of the production of such 
proof they would be paid the reward 
of $3,000 which was offered. 

Hint of a nude parade as a protest 
against measures the government 
might take in enforcing the school 
law was given, 

“You have the power to seize our 
property for payment of fines but if 
you do, all we can do is to take off our 
outer garments,” said one spokesman, 
and murmurs which appeared to be of 
approval, came from the Doukhobors 
who were massed in front of the com- 
munity meeting place, the women at 
the right of the speakers and the men 
to the left. 

When Inspector Dunwood and In- 
spector Sheffield pointed out to the 
Doukhobors that in refusing to obey 
the law they were opposing not only 
the government of British Columbia, 
but all the people, the Doukhobors 


said that the sognjzed the power 
of the law, ‘but ee wanted to be 
left alone to live their own lives, and 
that if their chattels were seized and 
sold to pay fines, they could only, 
like Peter Veregin, “go down” which 
they explained meant they would die 
of hunger. 

A minute or two later the question 
was put to the whole mass. “Will you 
obey the school law?” and from the 
crowd came the chorus in Russian, 
“No” the loudest response — being 
from the women, who frequently dur- 
ing the meeting showed even more 
clearly than the men their determina- 
tion not to send their children to 
school, 


THE GRADING AND 
MARKING OF EGGS 


The following regulations made un- 
der the provisions of the Live Stock 
and Live Stock Products Act, respect: 
ing the grading and marking of eggs 
were published in the Canada Gazette. 

Canadian eggs for export out of 
Canada and all eggs for domestic 
consimption in Canada, including 
eges intended for ships’ stores, but 
not including eggs intended for ineu- 
bation, shall be classified, candled and 
graded as follows: 

Class (1) Fresh—Egges which have 
not been held under refrigeration at 
a temperature of 385 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or less, except when in transit, 
or subjected to artificial preservation. 

Grade (a) Specials—Eggs of uni- 
form size, weighing 25 ounces to the 
dozen or over, or 47 pounds net to the 
30 dozen case; clean and free from 
stain, strong and sound in shell; air 
cell small, not over 4% of an inch in 
depth; white of egg to be firm and 
clear and yolk dimly visible. Maxi: 
mum allowance at time of inspection 
not to exceed 8 eggs per half case be- 
low the grade stated. 

Grade (b) Extras—Eggs reasonably 
uniform in size, welghing at least 24 
ounces to the dozen, or 45 pounds net 
to the 30 dozen case; clean, sound in 
shell; air cell not more than 4: inch 
in depth, white of egg to be firm, yolk 
may be visible provided there is not 
distinet trace of outline and the yolk 
blends gradually into the white. Maxi- 
mum allowance at time of inspection 
not to exceed 8 eggs per half case be- 
low the grade stated. 

Sub-Grade (1) Pullet Extras—lNggs 
which have the quality of extras but 
which fall short in weight shall be 
known as pullet extras, provided they 
weigh at least 20 ounces to the dozen, 
or 87% pounds to the 30 dozen case, 
Maximum allowance at time of inspec: 
tion not to exceed 8 eggs per half caso 
below the grado stated, 


Grade (c) Firsts—Eggs weighing at 
least 22% ounces to the dozen, or 42; 
pounds net to the 30 dozen case; clean, 
sound in shell; air cell not more than 
3-8 of an inch in depth; yolk may be 
be distinctly visible but moving free- 
ly; air cell stationary; white of egg 
may be slightly tremulous, any undu- 
lation in the air cell line to be not 
more than 4 of an inch in depth, 
Maximum allowance at time of in- 
spection not to exceed 8 eggs per half 
case below the grade stated. 


Grade (d) Seconds—Hggs sound in 
shell, may contain weak, watery eggs, 
eggs with heavy yolks, and all other 
eggs fit for food. Maximum allow- 
ance not to exceed 6 eggs per half 
case below the grade stated, exclud- 
ing hair splits. 


Class (2) Storage—Eggs which have 
been “held” under artificial refriger- 
ation at a temperature of 35 degrees 
Fahrenheit or less, 


Class (2a) Preserved—Eggs which 
have been subjected to any process, 
liquid or otherwise, intended to pre 
serve their quality. 

Grade (a) Extras—Eggs reasonably 
uniform in size, weighing at least 
28% ounces to the dozen, or 44 pounds 
to the 80 dozen case; clean, sound in 
shell, air cell not more than 4 of an 
inch in depth, white of egg to be firm, | 
yolk may be visible provided there is 
no distinct trace of outline and the 
yolk blends gradually into the white. 
Maximum allowance at time of in- 
spection not to exceed 8 eggs per half 
ease below the grade stated.

The Paper 


Every once in a while the editorial 
mail contains an epistle from an in- 
dividual with a hobby or a grievance.

The ans- 
wer probably is that where one indi- 
vidual with narrow conceptions and 
hide-bound prejudices takes offense at 
some truthful article, several hundred 
are inclined to applaud it. Another 
reason why editors are more or less 
contemptuous of the “stop the paper” 
bulldozer is that the great bulk of our 
citizens respect a newspaper which 
is frank and courageous, even when 
they disagree with its policies, while 
they have only disgust for one which 
triins its sails to catch every passing 
breeze. 

This is a free country, and nothing 
is freer than the privilege of taking a 
newspaper or leaving it alone, Idit- 
ors would be the last of all persons 
to wish it otherwise. But the dear 
reader who imagines that “stopping 
the paper” also stops the presses is 
the victim of a childish illusion. He 
hurts himself far more than he hurts 
the offending editor or newspaper.— 
Summerland (B.C.) Review.

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Birds Observed Near 


Camrose Last Year 


By Frank L. Farley 

Every year increasing numbers. of 
requests are received from students 
and teachers in Alberta asking for 
information as to when our birds 
will arrive from the south, and the 
the names of varieties which may be 
expected. These requests come from 
as widely separated places as Peace 
River and Cardston, and is evidence 
of the growing interest in birds. 

The early settlers coming to the 
prairies claimed that there were few 
birds in this new land, and even those 
were poor songsters compared with 
the birds of the land they left. Upon 
closer observation and investigation, 
this claim proved to be incorrect. We 
have a surprisingly large number of 
richly colored songsters with us dur- 
ing the summer, while many others 
pass on to higher latitudes for the 
nesting season. 

For beauty and richness of plum- 
age we have the Rose-breasted Gros- 
beak, Western Tanager, Baltimore 
Oriole, Mountain Bluebird, Northern 
Yellow-throat, Redstart, and many 
others equally as striking. As songs- 
sters, the Fox Sparrow, Song Sparrow, 
Vesper Sparrow and Lincoln’s Spar- 
row, the Thrushes (including our com- 
mon robbin), the Western Meadow 
Lark, which far excels its eastern 
relative, the Ruby Crowned Kinglet, 
the Oriole, and many, other varieties 
of the vireo and warbler family, com- 
pare favorably with the feathered war- 
blers of Ontario and the astern 
States. In fact, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, the park country of Central 
Alberta is just as rich in song birds 
as any other portion of America. It 
is estimated that over three hundred 
birds will be found regular visitors,

DIVORCE FIGURES

The figures re- 
flect a growing disposition to regard 
marriage as apurely civil and social 
contract to be dissolved by mutual 
consent upon almost any provocation.

SYLVAN LAKE 


Red Deer, April 6—Commissioner 
A. T. Stevenson’s tireless efforts to 
get Sylvan Lake stocked with fish are 
at last bearing fruit. Mr. Rodd, chief 
fishery inspector of the province, visit- 
ed Red Deer and Sylvan Lake recent- 
ly and has definitely decided to  in- 
stall a floating fish hatchery to which 
pickerel eggs will be brought and 
hatched there, the young fry being 
turned out into the lake. This may 
be continued next year, so that in 
three or four years a good supply of 
pickerel may be assured. 

The Sylvan Lake’ board of trade 
has interested itself in this, and last 
year installed a dam at the lake out- 
let to prevent the fish going down the 
creek to Burnt Lake, where they die. 
The board has decided to supervise 
the hatchery and give Mr. Rodd every 
assistance, . 

The commissioner has also arrang- 
ed with Mr. Rodd to stock some of 
the streams west of Red Deer with 
real trout this summer, The kind 
selected are called Lock Leven trout.

Continued prosperity and  advance- 
| ment is reported by the Canadian de- 
‘partment of Indian affairs. The hope 
lis even held that eventually the In- 
dian will become self-supporting. This 
probably refers more to the plains 
Indians than to those in wooded coun- 
try, where the uncertainties of hunt- 
ing will lead them to lean for some 
time on government. assistance. The 
paying of treaty money has long been 
an annual event of importance, but if 
the Indian taste in Itxuries grows 
like that of the white races, the; 
treaty grants will doubtless fail to 
meet the needs of the higher ruling 
prices. The love of shining trinklets 
has not been lost since the days when 
Cartier and Champlain first wrangled 
the Indians’ rich furs for a few glass 
beads. 

The Indians this year sowed 70,000 
acres of land, and a crop of 1,250,000

LISTENING-IN AT THE 
BACON HOG COURSE 


Mr, Stone, a returned soldier get- 
tler at Wetaskiwin, stated that hogs 
were putting him on his feet. He has 
at present 12 brood sows, and is feed- 
ing a lot of pigs on which he expects 
to made handsome returns. He has 
bought feed oats and barley at pres- 
ent market values and, with hogs at 
their today values, has no hesitation 
in buying feed to finish his pigs with- 
in bacon weights. Talking of the 
select bacon grade, Mr. Stone said 
there was good money in selling hogs 
at thick smooth prices, but every sel- 
ect bacon hog marketed added to the 
profits. After returning from the La- 
combe bacon hog course, Mr. Stone 
will look over his breeding stock and 
those that are not of the bacon type 
will be replaced. 

Many farmers report excellent re- 
sults with spring litters. One farmer 
reports 112 living pigs from 12 bacon 
type sows. According to the advice 
of Mr. Chapman, the early spring pig 
has greater opportunities for utilizing 
the pasture of forage crops, all « 
which tends to reduce cost of produc- 
tion and, by inducing strength and 
development of muscle, have a ten- 
dency to increase the percentage of 
select bacon hogs. 

A bacon hog must be born, but it 
must also be properly fed, stated Mr. 
MacMillan of the Dominion livestock 
branch, Ottawa. The bacon hog is a 
distinctive type which has been bred 
and developed for many yeurs, Length 
of body, smoothness of confurmation, 


{and constitution denoting feeding qual- 


ities, were all essential if a hog was 
to grade in the select bacon grade, 

The bacon type brood sow 
have all the characteristics which 
make for the production of a hog 
which when marketed, is distinctive 
in bagon conformation, said Professor 
Sackville. The sow which is asked to 
rear large litters of uniform pigs must 
have plenty of depth and she must 
be a good milker in order that her 
litters shall have the necessary thrift 
;and vigor along with uniformity. 

Hog pens need not be expensive, 
so long as they are comfortable, airy, 
and dry, was the advice handed out 
by Mr Reed, superintendent of the 
experimental station. Ixercise and 
a variety of feeds containing the 
proper proportion of protein were, in 
his opinion, cardinal features of man- 
agement in connection with the pro- 
duction of bacon hogs. 

Farmers should take steps to get de- 
finite reports on the grading of their 
hogs, said Mr. Curtis, stock yards re- 
presentative at Edmonton, Many hogs 
graded select bacon at the plants and 
yards, upon which the farmer got no 
premium, Farmers using ear tags 
could get a grading report no matter 
how their hogs were sold. Districts 
where buyers were not handling hogs 
on a graded basis and where selects 
were being produced, should either in- 
duce the buyer to buy on grade, mark 
their hogs or organize to ship coopera- 
tively —Market Examiner,
